New Delhi, the 12th June 1958 
No . AE . Ind . 6 ( 3 ) / 56 . - A licence to manufacture 
Diesel Road Rollers has been issued to Messrs. Jessop 
& Co , Ltd ., Calcutta . It is also proposed to grant a 
licence to Messrs . Britannia Engineering Co . Ltd ., 
Titaghur for the production of Steam Road Rollers. 
A few more applications for licences to manufacture 
Diesel Road Rollers were received , but they were 
rejected by the Licensing Committee . Representations 
have been received against the decision of the Licens 

ing Committee , on the grounds that domestic demands 
are considerably larger than what has been assessed 
by Government and that they are bound to increase 
in the near future as the industrial development of 
the country gains momentum . After careful considera 
tion , the Government of India have decided that a 
Technical Committee should be appointed consisting 
of:

No. E ( S ) 56CPC / 91 , - - In exercise of the powers con 
ferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitu 
tion , the President is pleased to direct that the follow 
ing amendments shall be made in the Railway Ser 
vices (Revision of Pay ) Rules , 1947, namely :

2 . The Committee will assess , in consultation with 
State Governments , the Ministry of Defence and other 
Interests concerned , the domestic requirements of 
Diesel Road Rollers during the next 10 years. They 
will also investigate the possibility of exporting such 
Road Rollers to neighbouring countries . On the basis 
of such assessment and investigations, they will 
examine and report on the following : 
( i ) Whether it is necessary or desirable to license 

an additional unit for the manufacture of 
Diesel Road Rollers either independently or 
as an addition to its current lines of manu 

facture ; 
( 1 ) which of the Diesel Road Rollers in respect 

of which applications had been received and 
rejected are most suitable to Indian condi 
tions and which applicant firm has the neces 
sary equipment and technical personnel to 
undertake the manufacture ; 


2 . In the schedule annexed to the said rules at page 
6 under the head " 1 . Office of the Railway Board " , 
substitute the following in columns 2 and 3 against 
the item " Joint Director Railway Board ” in the place 
of the existing entries and delete the foot - note ap 
pearing on the same page . 

(when it is certified that the 
Omcer holding the post of Joint Director 
would hold an administrative post on his 
Railway , but for his deputation , he will be 
eligible for a special pay of Rs. 250 / - In 
addition to the pay he would have drawn on 

the Railway .) 
col, 3 ... . . . 1300 — 60 - 1600 (when it is certified that 

the Oficer holding the post of Joint Director 
would hold an administrative post on his 
Railway , but for his deputation , he will be 
eligible for a special pay of Rs. 200 / - in addi 
tion to the pay he would have drawn on the 

Railway . ) " 
3 . The above amendment will take effect from 1st 
January 1947 or 16th August 1947 as the case may be.
